The Germans have steadily fallen back 


before superior Russian force, and are 
now in hurried retreat west.

Between the Russian advance guard 
and the Vistula river there romain only 
the Oslerode lines. Whether or not tne) 
Germans intend to make a serious defense 
of these lines is not known. 

That the Russians have the Austrians 
to contend with in their future opera- 
tions is indicated by an announcement 
from the military preas bureau at Vienna, 
which says that Bmperor Joseph's soi- 
jiers are advancing on both sides of the 
Vistula river in Russian Poland.

PEKING, Aug. 26.—Up to noon today 
the only engagement reported to nave 
taken place near Tsing Tau, capital of the 
German protectorate of Kiau-Chow, was 
an encounter between a German torpedo 
boat and a British torpedo boat on Sun- 
day or Monday. The British torpedo boat 
returned to Wei-Hai-Wei with eleven men 
killed and wounded. The German casual- 
ties were not reported. 

Tsing-Tau Almost Deserted. 

Letters and telegrams received here to- 
day from Tsing-Tau say that this sea- 
port, commercially active and bustling in 
normal times, now is virtually deserted 
with the exception of the Chinese laborers 
who are detained by force, and the Ger- 
man soldiers, who from time to time are 
sefh passing through the atreets. 

Except a few Americans and about forty 
women, who have remained behind to 
msuree the wounded, all the noncombat- 
ant Europeans have departed.

Washington Recognizes Sit- 
vation Is Tense; Ottoman 
Empire to Help Kaiser? 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 26.—Tension 
is so acute in Constantinople that diplo- 
mats there fear Turkey may at any mo- 
ment be drawn into the genera! Euro- 
pean war on the side of Germany and 
Austria. 

A strict censorship has been placed on 
the newspapers in Turkey, which are 
now controlled by the military and are 
being used, according to diplomatic dis- 
patches here, to create a strong pro-Ger 
man feeling. 


Turkish Cabinet Wavers, 

The Turkish cabinet is wavering be- 
tween a declaration of war and the pres- 
ervation of neutrality. 

The diplomatic representatives of the 
various powers are in constant confer- 
ence with the government officials, Great 
Britain and Russia endeavoring to keep 
Turkey neutral. 

The German ambassador, it is under- 
stood, has intimated that while Germany 
wishes Turkey to remain neutral, he be- 
lieved the Ottoman empire should mobil- 
ize to prevent an invasion by Ruasia.

Eyewitness of Battle of 
Yaddar Plains Describes 
Bloody Clash.

NISH, via Saloniki, Aug. 24.—[ Delayed.) 
—Hervia is all in joy at the brilliant vic- 
tories over the Austrian army. 

An eyewitness of the great battle on the 
plaina of the Yaddar and the Austrian 
retreat into Bosnia has just arrived here. 
Hie said that Austria marched two armies 
of 100,000 men each against the Servians. 
These two armies effected a junction at 
Mt. Tzer, while the Servians to the nutm- 
ber of 100,000 soldiers concentrated at 
Valjevo, with the plaing in front and the 
mountains in the rear. 


Five Days’ Artillery Duel. 

When the Austrian junction wae ef- 
fected the Servians advanced and an 
artillery duel was begun. 

This lasted for five days and resulted 
in the defeat and dislodgment of the Aus- 
trian forces. They retreated in two sec- 
tions. 

Before the enemy arrived on the Save 
the Servian artillery was in command 
of the banks of that river and cut off the 
Austrian retreat. The Austrians made a 
deaperate resistance, but it was futile. 

It was announced here yesterday that 
the Servians have recaptured Sabac, and 
it is presumed the Austrians contested 
this position and have'been beaten there. 


Verifies Servian Successes.

Offer Free Advice to Firms 
Which Have Depended 
on Imports.

Chicago's chemists have set out to 
solve the problemsof industrial America 
created by the European war. 

Many of the great manufacturing inter- 
ests of Chicago’s territory and the na- 
tion are confronted with a crisis by rea- 
son of the sudden interruption of the Eu- 
ropean sources of supply of important ma- 
terials and chemicals. 

The Chicago section of the Americar 
Chemical society yesterday made public 
an offer of services to meet the condi- 
tions. The members of the society, by 
special committee, offer services free, 
with certain necessary limitations. 


Backed by Factories. 

The Chicago chemists’ plan has been 
taken up by the Illinois Manufactdrers’ 
association, which will act in cojperation 
by the distribution of bulletins, the col- 
lection and classification of inquiries, and 
similar services. 

The wars have cut off the supply of 
some of the products most vitally neces- 
sary to important branches of American 
manufacture and trade. -Among these 
products are dyestuffs, photographic and 


‘| phote-engraving chemicals, and a vast 


array of salts and acids, These products 
must be supplied or industry will be crip- 
pled with a loss hardly to be calculated 
in terme-oftmoney.

Clearing Away False Ideas. 

Let us begin by clearing away a cer- 
tain amount of nonsense said to be be- 
lteved by mmany good peopte about two of 
these good states. It is too much a cus. 
tom to speak and write about Servia and 
Bulgaria as if they were almost hope- 
lessiy barbaric and criminal communi- 
ties, incapable of particiontion with or 
felowship of other European nationa. 
Let us call in a few figures that will fix 
the scale. The Servian people number all 
together over 10,000,000; the Roumanians 
as Many more. Then there are 20,000,000 
Poles and -erhaps 7,000,000 Bulgarians. 
The Czechs and Slavs total 6,000,000 to 
1,000,000; the Magyars exceed 10,000,000, 
and the Ruthenians, still upder Austrian 
ontrol, 4,000,000. 
lt is manifest to every reasonable Eng- 
lizghmen now that very few of theese 
6,000,000 to 70,000,000 people are likely 
» be socially and politically happy until 
ther get themeelves disentangied from 
intimate subjection through alien rulers 
speaking unfasniliar tongues. And it is 
equally manifest that until they are 
reasonably content the peace of the rest 
of Europe will remain uncertain. 


Key to Peace of Europe. 

So it is upon these regions that the peace 
ef England, France, Germany, Russia, 
and Italy rests. The lives, therefore, of 
hundreds of milliona of people must be 
affected for good or evil by a sane remap- 
ping and pacification of southeastern Eu- 
rope. 

In that sane remapping and pacifica- 
tion we are, in fact, dealing with matters 
0 gigantic that the mere assassination 
of this person or the murder of that dwin- 
dies almost to the vanishing point. Itis 
turely preposterous that the murder of 
an unwise young archduke who subordi- 
nated his nation’s destinies to a romantic 
love affair—a murder done not by a whole

nation, not even by a mob, but by less 
than a hundred officers, who were at least | 
as patriotic as they were cruel—should | 
stand in the way of the liberation and 
unity of r-illions of Serbs who were as 
innocent of these things as any Wiltehire 
farmer. 


Race Not to Blame. 

The sooner we clear our minds of this 
felf-righteous cant against the whole 
Servian race because of a few horrors 
natural to a state of barbaric disturbance 
the sooner we shali be able to help these 
pecples forward to the freedom and se- 
curity that alone can make such barbari- 
tles impoasible. 

It would be just as reasonable to vow 
undying hatred and pitiless vengeance 
against the whole German speaking race 
ef 70,000,000 or so because of the burning 
énd killing in Liege. 


Stifing Nations Means Cruelty. 

Stifed nations and outraged races are 
the fortresses of resentful cruelty. This 
Wer is po cinematograph melodrama. The 
céaths of Quecn Draga or Archduke Fer- 
Ginand are scarcely in this picture at all. 
It is not the business of statecraft to 
avenge the past, but to deal with the pos- 
sibilities of the present and the hope of 
the future. 

And the open possibility of the present 
is for us to bring about a revival of the 
Balkan league and to identify ourselves 
With the reasonable hopes of these renas- 
cent peoples. In that revival England 
must play an active and directing part. 
The breakup of the first Balkan league 
Wasa deep disappointment te liberal opin- 
ion throughout the world, but was not an 
Trevocable disaster. The wonder was, 
indeed, not the rupture, but the union. 

The rupture itself was very largely due 
to the thwarting of Servia, not by her 
“*sociates but by Austria. Now Austria 
is out of consideration for Roumania and 
for each of the three Balkan powers. 


Compensation for Balkans.

ereigns and Princes—Forbids Own

LONDON, Aug. 26.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Times says: 

“ Military circles are much impressed 
by an order dismissing the German and 
Austrian sovereigns and princes from 
honorary colonelahips in Rugsian regi- 
mente and depriving them of Ruasian 
decoration.

“In France and Belgium, German citi- 
zens were treated in the meanest and al~- 
most incredible manner. They were 
driven out of Paris and Antwerp, and in 
many cases their money and railroad 
tickets were taken away. They were 
then left without the slightest protection 
to the mercies of the mob. 

“In Belgium excesses against German 
citizens have taken piace which should 
be expected only from sa Every 
store owned by a German been 
wrecked. Practically all Germans were 
robbed of their belongings. Many who 
tried to escape were slaughtered and 
their clothes torn from their bodies.

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Antwerp is a fortified town. It is subject to 
bombardment and attack. Noncombatants un- 
avoidably involved in it are victims of chance. If 
the armed forces‘of a nation make a stand within 
a town, the town suffers the consequences, al- 
though opportunity for the withdrawal of civilians 
nsnally is given. If siege guns had thrown shells 
into Antwerp there would be protest only if the 
fire seemed intentionally directed against inoffen- 
sive buildings or against hospitals. A Zeppelin 
drops bombs from above and there is an instant 
pretest in the name of humanity. 

Probably because the method of attack is strange 
and terrifying beyond its power to do damage 
there is an instinctive response to the protest. 
War is a curious illustration of human irrational- 
ity. It is proper to starve a nation by closing 
its parts, but it is not proper to attack its popa- 
lation by the more direct means of explosives. 

Military men have contempt for the power of 
aircraft to do material damage by dropping bombs, 
They may terrify, but they are not likely to be 
efiective. They may keep the civilians of an in- 
vested town in a condition of nervous collapse 
without aiding in the reduction of its fortifica- 
tions. Uniess the niltimate mercifulness of such 
attack could be proved, it would be the instinctive 
judgment that the use of it is wanton and without 
excuse, ~ 

If “anything goes” in war, then poisoned wells 
and dumdum bullets are reasonable instruments. 
‘They are not so regarded and such attacks as that 
of the Zeppelin upon civilian quarters in Antwerp 
may also come under the prohibition of the rales 
ef war. ; 


MODERATION AND RESTRAINT. 
The general disposition of the people of the 
United States has been in keeping with the sug- 
gestions of President Wilson. LE\very large com- 
munity here has in it the elements of disorde? if |' 
the restraints of dignity and common sense were 
removed. They have not been removed. They 
have been preserved and the sensibilities of men 
whose sympathies are engaged in the war with a 
natural intensity have been dealt with courteously.

THE RESULTS IN LITERATURE.

Out of the war in Europe there will, unques- 
tionably, come a tremendous flood of literature. 
The great mass of it will be ephemeral and 
practically worthless; tawdry fiction, biased auto- 
biographies, inexact analysis by inexpert analys- 
ers. But out of the flood posterity will pick and 
preserve a certain number of great books. So 
great a crash cannot fail to develop a few great 
writera. 
There are, at present, men and women through- 
out Europe who are preparing to turn their ex- 
periences to literary advantage. It is possible 
that a number of mere diaries will be given to 
the public and found good. But it is more likely 
that the men and women of literary talent who 
are finding themselves face to face with the 
world’s greatest war will call leisure and study 
to their aid before offering their products. 
Consider, for example, Brand Whitlock. Mr. 
Whitlock is a writer of considerable force and 
no mean literary ability, He was sent as minister 
to Belgium in order that he might enjoy a kind 
of dignified repose after his strenuous years as 
mayor of Toledo. Instead of repose Mr. Whit- 
lock has found only turmoil and care. ‘He has 
been in the midst of things since the war started. 
It is not presuming too far to predict that Mr. 
Whitlock will bring out a book before long, and 
that it will be worth while. 
Other Americans of lesser literary fame may 
find in the war the inspiration they have awaited.

“ FOOD—The food of a mother should 
be abundant, plain, without much spice 
and seasoning, and with not more than 
one cup of coffee or tea at a meal, and none 
between meals. If she wants more to 
drink there is nothing better for her than 

‘milk. Meat should not be eaten oftener 
than omce a day. The more water that is 
taken the better. 

“ BOWELS—It is very ftportant to 
have a movement of the bowels every day. 
Strong medicines must not, however, be 
used to open the bowels; costiveness can 
be avoided by sufficient exercise and suit- 
able foods, as brown bread, stewed vege- 
tables, fruit, and an abundance of water.

* WORK—The woman may do her usual 
work, but should not work hard enough to 
get very tired.

“Mr. and Mrs. H. W. Marsh of 
Chicago, who are occupying the his- 

toric houseof Lady Warwick, one of the | 
best known English society women, are 


finding objects of interest other than the} 


ghosts they expected to meet in the grand 
old castle on the Avon. During the first 
few days of August, when the mobiliga- 
tion of British troops was beginning, they 
entertained twenty troopers of the War- 
wickshire yeomanry and stabled forty 
horses. AH the officers of the regiment, 
twenty-six in number, also were their 
guests. This company for the larger part 
are the sons of the oldest and most not- 
able families in the country, but in the 
group also are to be found several heads 
of families as well. 

“The yeomanry consists of a volunteer 
cavairy force, mainly recruited from the 
sons of farmers, led by the landed gentry. 
Warwick castle has seen many mobiliza- 
tions of such forces for aggressive and 
defensive and also civil wars. Many & 
time it has provided quarters for upwards 
of 1,000 men and many horses. Warwick, 
the Kingmaker, as the great medieval 
baron was cailed, organized armies in his 
castle for the wars in France and the civil 
wars of the fourteenth century, so War- 
wick castle was not overpopulated when 
occupied by the Marsh retinue and a 
troop of forty-six of the yeomanry; and 
Mr. Marsh was able to offer to find room 
for any Americans who were stranded in 
the neighborhood. 

“ Warwick is only eight miles from 
Stratford on Avon, the English Mecca of 
all American tourists, and doubtless Will 
Shakespeare often poached over the cas 
tle estates. It is still a quaint medievel 
town in which the ghosts of Saxon and 
Norman warriors now come to mingle 
with their twentieth century brothers.” 

Mr. Marsh is the senior member of the 
firm of Marsh & McLennan and has been 
abroad for some time.

New English Moratorium. 


Announcement came from London to the 
effect that David Lioyd-George, chancellor 
of the exchequer, had agreed to give more 
liberal credit in order to assist trade. The 
chancellor said the government was .en- 
deavoring to arrange a new moratorium 
which would not interfere with general busi- 
— but would aim to protect crippled inter- 
ests. 

The chancellor was authorized yesterday by 
partiament to borrow funds for war purposes 
at the treasury’s discretion on security of 
the consolidated funds. The chancellor ex- 
plained that the lack of details in the au- 
thorization was due to the uncertainty of the 
total amount wanted and because the best bor- 
rowing method would not be apparent until the 
credit position had become clearer.
